As we celebrate our fifth war-time Christmas, we note ao much that it is contradictory 
to the spirit of the Bahe Who, for onr sake, was made flesh and dwelt amongst us. More and 
more fomes are filled with sorrow and anxiety. Hamine stalks through many a land. Destruction 
brromes even more diaholical and military efficiency ever more frightful. As the personality of 
the combattants ix gradually lost amidst the heartless machinery of war, as hatred ia slowly but 
surely supplanting ivstice ag a motive of our crusade, me find it increasingly rasy to grasp the 
true Christmas message of Bethlehem and increasingly easy to retain old symbols, wot so mel 
from conviction of what they represent, as from sentimentaliam. 


Che rontrast between the homeless shivering Babe in the Bethlehem stable and the homeless 
millions of our day serves but to emphasize more poignantly the homelessness of men who Lost 
Graven and orphaned themselves of their Divine Rather. Hatred has ousted love. Yet “Dove for 
all men in Christ” is still the message issuing from the wind-swept raue as it was on that first 
Glwistnas uight of star and shepherds and angelic wnices announring the glad tidings to a heart- 
broken world. Christmas tearles love of God and Love of men. If we miss this, we mistake the 
shadow for the substance. Dour comes to us incarnate; love prompts Bis coming. War breeds 
hatred, the antithesia of (our. All our charters and parts are but so many rhetorical exerrises in 
diplomatic dereit if, at the same time, hatred ia engendered and fomented. Intellectual conviction 
of the juastire of our cause should not be dimmed by unruly emotion, nor should onr will to 
victory be violently misled by inflamed emotions. 


Love must remain even in war. Love is wrapped in swaddling clothes and laid in a manger. 
The world will profit from a visit to Bethlehem. There its vexing problems are solved, groping 
minds illuminated, Doubt dispelled, mayward will strengthened, unruly passions subdued, despair 
ronquered, hatred banished, strangers made neighbours, love consummated, aching earts solared, 
peace initiated. There we learn that in Bis will is our peare. 


Che Holy Family makes other holy families; holy families make holy nations; wen nations 
are koly, you have men of good will, and the world at peace. Without Christ's love, you have 
darkness and night. Without Bim, our philosophies go bankrupt. Without Bis love, there mill be 
selfishness, for that is the negation of love. Selfishness leads Logically to war. 


Tle world must travel back the weary way to Bethlelem. Che Star is here; we needs must 
follom it. Our statesmen and our citizens must offer corporate adoration at the stable; pride 
tutst yield to humility, for as Chesterton said go well and so truly, “You must stoop to enter 
the rave, and the stoop is the stoop of lumility.”” We must return to the crib so we may bring 
hack from it to an agonizing worli—lour. 


More than once your hopes have been raised and dashed by recurrent rumours of peace. 
in spite of the Disappointment, rontinue to pray that the day of real peare may soon dawn bright 
and clear; the day that will herald the safe return of absent sons and brothers and husbands. You 
coud well unite yourself in spirit with the Sarrifice of the Mass that is offered by Hather Rector 
every Friday morning at Doyola College for our many alumni on artive service and for peace. 


Chat our new-born Saviour may bring Bin Love into all your homes and hearts will be 
nur prayer for you at our Midnight Masses. 
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HOME... 


The Xmas season has over a period of years declined from its 
true nature, that of a feast of the home and has assumed in many 
circles the nature of a Bacchanalian festival. We have but to con- 
trast the scene of Bethlehem with that of today to discover this 
disturbing truth. When the angels appeared to the Shepherds they 
sang of a true spirit of peace, peace based on undisturbed souls 
united in the loving company of the family. No where can we find 
a more perfect spirit of peace than that illustrated in the picture 
of the greatest of all families, The Holy Family. Mary, Joseph 
and the Christ Child shone with the spirit of complete harmony 
even though surrounded by the uninviting atmosphere of a dirty 
stable in a poor village. 


Turn from that scene to the one we find today. In the 
families that are fortunate enough to be able to live in comfort 
we find a discord arising from too much attention paid to external 
attractions. The Father wishes to go to the club, the Mother to 
her social circle and the children to any one of a thousand pastimes 
that will keep them away from home. Perhaps this is not necessarily 
the case on Xmas day for then the spirit of the home is stronger 
than at all other times. But during the year the true family spirit 
is lost from sight. The home becomes not a happy social milieu but 
a place where the members go when there is nothing else to do, 
a place to sleep and a place to eact. A place to hang the hat. 


Disquieting as such a thought may be it is by no means the 
worst. Consider the family which cannot live in comfort; the 
family in which both father and mother must work in order to 
ensure that all may live. Such families have increased since the 
beginning of the war with the result that the number of juvenile 
delinquents has increased at an alarming rate. The children roam 
the streets, become organised into gangs of rowdies and cause 
untold harm both to themselves and to the public welfare. 


Thus the dissipation of the family spirit has two basic causes. 
In those families which are well established it arises from a lack 
of true sense of values and in the second class from a misdirected 
social system which has not foreseen the results of a lack of parental 
control over the modern child. 


Confronted with such difficulties wherein lies our solution? 
We should say for the first class that the responsibility for the 
establishment of harmony and interest lies with each member of 
the family. A concession to human weaknesses and a charitable 
consideration of interest alien to the individual will do much to 
restore the perfect Christian Family. For the second class the solu- 
tion is twofold. First in the establishment of a national welfare 
council which will analyse and aid individual cases of financial 
difficulty. Second in the increased role of Catholic education. The 
school must supplement and aid the family training. 


A responsibility in your family lies with you. Realise the 
precept of the Xmas picture and follow it to the letter. 


CATHOLIC THEATRE... 


Much has been said in the past of the value of the Catholic 
press, of the field which it covers and of the horizons towards 
which it is striving. Yet in considering this view point of Catholic 
action we feel that many commentators have taken too narrow a 
view point. Catholic action in its broadest sense embodies an ex- 
ternalisation of Christian principles in all walks of life. Of no less 
importance than the press is the role of the theatre as a medium 
in influencing and moulding public opinion. 


Dramatics at Loyola have served to present to the public, more 
and more, the Catholic attitude towards life. In recent years the 
successes of “Brother Orchid” and “Who ride on white Horses” 
have emphasised this point. The auditorium has become more than 
a place of entertainment it has risen to be a place of enlightnment 
and elevation in Catholic life.

OPPORTUNITY 
IS KNOCKNING 


Endeavoring to induce old and 
new authors to express a Cath- 
olic point of view on life prob- 
lems, the Bruce Publishing 
Company of Milwaukee, and the 
Extension magazine, Chicago, 
have just announced joint spon- 
sorship of the first Catholic prize 
novel competition. Beginning 
December 1, 1943 and closing 
May 31 1944, the competition 
offers a cash award of $500, 
serialization in Extension at the 
fixed rate of $100 per installment 
and publication in book form by 
the Bruce Publishing Company 
on a royalty basis of ten per 
cent on the first 10,000 books 
sold, to the prize-winning man- 
uscript. 

The competition is open to all 
citizens of the United States and 
Canada, Catholic or non-Catholic, 
whether or not they have had a 
previous book published. Man- 
uscripts, however, must be hi- 
therto unpublished and entered 
by an author at least 20 years of 
age. 

Emphasis in judging will be 
placed on the development of a 
theme of general interest. It is 
not intended that the manuscript 
be religious in tone, but rather 
that it reflect a soundness in the 
interpretation of theme accord- 
ing to Catholic principles. The 
novel must be of high literary 
quality and stress placed on the 
characterization, theme and read- 
ability. Detective or mystery 
fiction will be acceptable if it 
complies with these literary 
standards. 

Fiction editors of Extension 
and Bruce’s will be the judges 
and a nationally known literary 
critic will work in the final judg- 
ment. Manuscripts submitted 
must be not less than 70,000 
words and not longer than 80,000 
words. Further information and 
entry blanks may be obtained 
from Mr. Robert C. Broderick, 
fiction editor at Bruce’s, or Miss 
Eileen O’Hayer, associate editor 
of Extension.
